The idea of the social organism,

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judgment, has been argued and

lated individua! as the ultimate
unit and end. With it comes the
perception that government as the
organ and expression of the social
life, has much mere complex and
varied functions than the bare pro-
tection of life and property.

It is impossible to account for
and justify the activities of modern
Governments on the individualistic
basis. Common schools may be
supported as an indirect assistance
in the protection of property, but
what about State universities?
What is their object? What about
museums, public libraries and art
galleries? Do municipalities beau-
tify cities and expend millions upon
public buildings, handsome ave-
nues and parks for the protection
of life or property?

As to the relation of the State to
industrial enterprises, it is suffi-
to state that it is not now, and has
never been one of non-interference.
The State claims and exercises a
power of regulation in the interest
of society at large. It imposes re-
strictions upon certain occupa-
tions, and protects and fosters
others. It takes possession of
the vast business of the postofiice,
subsidizes steamers, constructs
and operates railroads, monopolizes
telegraph lines, builds hotels, and
brews beer. These manifold func-
tions are so many mammoth usur-
pations, if the legitimate business
of the Government is nothing but
to protect property, and preserve
life.

Experience does not justify the
charge that these enlarged activi-
ties simply lead to office seeking
and the system of spoils. That
system rules almost unchecked in
the United States, where Govern-
ment ioterference is still at a
minimum. Where the Govern-
ment has large and delicate con-
cerns to manage, it develops an
organized and efficient public ser-
vice. It has even been suggested
that the best way to rid the United
States of the spoils would be State
ownership of railways and tele-
graphs. The people, it is pre-
sumed, would never endure in the
control of these great business en-
terprises, the incompetency and
mismanagement of ward heelers
and professional politicians.

There isa field in Hawaii for
the legitimate enterprise of the
State. It can promote the build-
ing of railways, of an inter-island
telegraph, and of a cable to the
Pacific Coast, by a judicious and
liberal policy. In doing g0, it may
not be true to the doctrine of “let
alone,” but it advances the general
welfare.

16th inst. regarding the National Cane
Shredder furnished by the ¢ miversal
Mill Co. of New York, and erected hy
the Hilo Sugar Co. this past season,

I wonld beg toeay, that it has now been
in operation day and night during the past
three weeks working on plant cane, and
also hard ratoons, and it is giving me the
greatest satisfaction. The more [ see of
its capabilities, the better pleased 1 am
that I put it in, as I am satisfied that it
will repay the original outlay in a short
time, in saving of labor, higher extrac-
tion, etc.

It is shredding from 250 to 400 tons ol
cane every 22 hours with the greatest
ease, and it could shred a much larger

uantity if necessary. It delivers the
shredded cane in an even uniform feed
to the three roller mill, which receives it
without the intervention of any labor,
and as the cane is thoroughly shredded
or disintegrated it relieves the mill of a
great deal of straid, thus redocing the
liability of broken shafts, gearing, ete.

There is a saving of four (4) men daily
on the mill, as only one man 18 required
to regunlate the amount of cane delivered
by the carrier to the shredder. It has
increased the extraction from 4 to
5 per cent.

The economical nse of steam is gene-
rally a serious consideration in adding
new machinery, as in most mills the
boiler power is tax«d to its tighest limit,
as it was in this miil, and any increased
demand necessitated an additional boil-
er. ButI find that the shredder acdthe
three roll mill engines combined use no
more steam than the three roll mill
engine did when working on whole cane,
while doing better work and morve of it,
and cwing to the uniform feed on the
mill,_the engine demands very little
attention.

The Megass from the shredded cane
makes superior fuel, and the firemen
have less difficalty in ipaintaining a uni-
form pressure of steam than formerly.
